THE BACK: Using No. 11 
needles cast on 59 sts and work 
22 rows in garter st, inc 1 st at 
both ends of the last row. (61 

sts). 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
work as follows:— 

1st row: (rsf) P 1, * k 1, p 1; 
rep from * to end. 

2nd row: P. 

3rd row: As 1st row. 

4ih row: As 2nd row. 


5th row: P. 

6th row: K, 

These 6 rows comprise the 
patt. Cont to rep them until 
work measures 5| ins, ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Shape Raglan Armholes: 
Keeping patt correct- cast off 
2 sts at beg of the next 2 rows, 
then dec 1 st at both ends of 
every right side row until 23 
sts rem. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. 11 
needles cast on 37 sts and work 
22 rows in garter st. 

Note: If the cardigan is for 
a boy make a buttonhole in the 
3rd and 4th rows and then in 
the last 2 rows of the garter 
st border as follows:—K until 
6 sts rem, wind the wool twice 
around the needle, k 2 tog, k 4. 
On the following row, drop one 
made loop and k the other. 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
work as follows:— 

1st row: (rsf) P 1, * k 1, p I; 
rep from * until 10 sts rem, 
turn and slip these 10 sts on 
to a safety pin (for border) un¬ 
til required. 

Now cont in patt (next row 
2nd patt row) on these 27 sts 
until work measures same as 
for back to armholes, ending 
with a wrong side row. 



Shape Raglan Armhole: 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 
2 sts at beg of the next row, 
then dec 1 st at this same 
edge on every right side row 
until 20 sts rem, ending with 
a wrong side row. 

Now, still dec at armhole 
edge on every right side row, 
shape front slope by dec 1 st 
at front edge on the next and 
every following 4th row until 
2 sts rem. Work 2 tog and 
fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT: Using No. 11 
needles cast on 37 sts and 
work 22 rows in garter st. 

Note: If the cardigan is for 
a girl, make a buttonhole in 
the 3rd and 4th rows and then 
in the last 2 rows of the garter 
st border as follows:— k 5. wind 
the wool twice around the 
needle, k 2 tog, k to end. On 
the following row drop one 
made loop and k the other. 
Now work the next row as 
follows:— 

K 10 and slip these 10 sts 
on to a safety pin until re¬ 
quired. 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
cont in patt as given for back 
across the rem 27 sts, Work 
this side to correspond with Left 
Front with all shapings at op-

Shape Top: Keeping patt 
correct, cast off 2 sts at beg of 
the next 2 rows, then dec 1 
st at both ends of every right 


side row until 17 sts rem. Now 
dec 1 st at both ends of every 
row until 5 sts rem.

TO MAKE UP: Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth on the wrong side, avoid¬ 
ing ribbing and garter st bor¬ 
ders.

LEFT FRONT BORDER: With 
rsf and using No. 11 needles, 
rejoin wool to inside edge of 
the 10 sts left on safety pin at 
Left Front edge and cont in 
garter st on these sts {making 
futher buttonholes in every 
17th and 18th row until there 
are 5 in all if the cardigan is 
for a boy). Cont until border 


is long enough to fit along 
front edge and half way across 
back neck, Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT BORDER: 

With wrong side facing and 
using No. 11 needles, rejoin 
wool to inside edge of the 18 
sts left on safety pin at Right 
Front edge for border and cont 
in garter st on these sts (mak¬ 
ing futher buttonholes in every 
17th and 18th row until there 
are 5 in all if for a girl), Work 
to correspond with Left Front 
Border. 

Stitch borders neatly together 
at centre back neck and join 
borders to front and back neck 
edges. Press seams. Sew on 
buttons. end

THE BACK: Using No. 10 
needles and C wool, cast on

2nd row: * P 3 tog, k into 
front, back and front again of 
the next st; rep from v to end. 
3rd row: Purl. 

4th row: * K into front, back 
and front again of the next st, 
p 3 tog; rep from * to end. 

These 4 rows comprise the 
patt. Rep them 6 times more. 
(7 complete patts in all). 

Next row: Purl. 

Change to W wool and purl 
across the next row working 
together every 7th and 8th st. 
(74 sts}. Now cont in stst (next 
row k) until work measures 
8 ins from commencement. 


Shape Armholes: (rsf) 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of the next 

2 rows, then dec 1 st at both 
ends of the next 5 rows. (58 
sts). Cont without further 
shaping until armholes mea¬ 
sure 3£ ins on the straight, 
ending with a p row. 

Shape Neck: K 20, cast off 
18, k 20. Cont on the last 20 
sts, dec 1 st at neck edge on 
the next 2 rows. Cast off, 

Rejoin wool at neck edge 
and work the other side to 
correspond. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. 10 
needles and C wool, cast on 
36 sts and work 7 complete 
patts as given for the back. 

Next row: Purl, 

Change to W wool and purl 
across the next row, Now 
cont in stst (next row k) until 
work measures same as for 
back to armhole, ending with 
a p row. 

Shape Armhole: Cast off 

3 sts at beg of the next row, 
k to end. Now dec 1 st at 
armhole edge on the next 5 
rows. (28 sts). Cont without 
shaping until armhole mea¬ 
sures 21 ins on the straight, 
ending at front edge. 

Shape Neck: Cast off 4 sts 
at beg of the next row, then 
dec 1 st at neck edge on every 
row until 18 sts rem. Cont 
until armhole measures same 
as for back to shoulder. Cast 
off. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work as 
given for Left Front with all 
shapings at opposite ends of 
the needle. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 10 
needles and C wool, cast on 
48 sts and work 7 complete 
patts as given for the back. 

Next row: P. inc into every 


10th st. (52 sts). 

Next row: Change to M wool 
and purl. 

Now cont in stst and M wool 
(next row k), inc 1 st at both 
ends of the 3rd and every 
following 4th row until there 
are 62 sts on the needle, Cont 
straight until sleeve measures 
7 ins, or length required. 

Shape Top: Dec 1 st at both 
ends of every row until 22 sts 
rem. Cast off, working 2 tog 
at both ends of casting off row. 

COLLAR: Using No. 10 

needles and C wool, cast on 
64 sts and work as follows:— 

1st row: K. 

2nd row: K 4, p until 4 sts 
rem, k 4. 

Rep these 2 rows for ins, 
inc 1 st at both ends of every 
right side row immediately in¬ 
side the 4 border sts. Now 
work 6 rows in garter st. Cast 
off loosely. 

FRONT BORDERS: Note: If 

the jacket is for a boy make 
buttonholes on the Left Front 
Border. Mark the position of 
7 buttonholes on the Left Front 
with pins, arranging them so 
that the first one comes £ inch 
from lower edge and the last 
one j inch from neck edge. The 
rest to come at evenly spaced 
intervals between. Make but¬ 
tonholes to correspond with 
pins thus:—Rib 3, cast off 2, 
rib 3. On the following row 
cast on 2 sts above those cast 
off. 

If the jacket is for a girl, 
make buttonholes as given for 
a boy but make them on the 
Right Front. To make borders 
cast on 8 sts using No. 12 
needles and work in k 1, p 1 
rib (making buttonholes on the 
appropriate side as given) until 
border is long enough to fit 
along front edge to neck. Cast 
off and join border neatly along 
front edge. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth taking care not to flat¬ 
ten the pattern. Join shoulder 
seams neatly. Sew sleeves in¬ 
to armholes. Join side and 
sleeve seams. Sew collar 
neatly to neck edge allowing 
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for half of front borders to 
overlap. Press seams. Sew 
on buttons, 

THE LEGGINGS. 

Note: The Leggings are 
worked in W wool throughout. 

RIGHT LEG: Using No, 12 
needles cast on 84 sts and 
work in k 1 , p 1 rib for 6 rows. 

Next row: Make holes for 
elastic :—* k 1 , p 1 , m 1 , p 2 
tog; rep from * to end. 

Cont in rib until work mea¬ 
sures 2 ins from commence¬ 
ment. 

Shape the Back: Change 
to No. 10 needles. 

1st and 2nd rows: K 10 . turn 
and p back. 

3rd and 4th rows: K 20, turn 


and p back. 

5th and 6th rows: K 30, turn 
and p back. 

Cont in this manner, working 
10 more sts before turning on 
every row until 34 sts rem 
unworked, p back. 

Now inc 1 st at beg of the 
next row (longest edge), k to 
end. Cont in stst, inc 1 st at 
this same edge on every fol¬ 
lowing 8 th row until there are 
92 sts on the needle and the 
front edge (shortest edge) 
measures 8 ins. 

Shape Leg: Cont in stst, dec 
1 st at both ends of the next 
and every following alternate 
row until 56 sts rem, Now dec 
1 st at both ends of every 3rd 
row until 42 sts rem. Work 


without further shaping until 
leg measures 8 ins from com¬ 
mencement of shapings. 

Make ribbonholes:— (rsf) K 
1 , * m 1 , k 2 tog, k 1 ; rep from 
* until 2 sts rem, m 1 , k 2 tog. 

Work 3 more rows in stst. 

Shape for Instep: (rsf) 
K 36. turn and p 12 back. 
Cont in stst on these 12 sts 
for 22 rows and break wool. 
Rejoin wool to the inside of 
the 24 sts which were left and 
pick up and k 12 sts along 
side of instep, k 12 sts, then 
pick up and k 12 sts along 
other side of instep, k to end.

Cont to rep these 6 rows 
until work measures same as 
for back to armholes, ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Shape Armholes and Front 
Slope: Cast off 2 sts at beg of 
the next row, k until 11 sts 
rem, k 2 tog, patt 5, k 
4 (border). Dec 1 st at 
armhole on the next 4 rows

cont to shape front slope (as 
before) by working 2 tog at 
this edge immediately before 
the pattern border on every 
right side row until 16 sts rem. 
Cont without shaping until 
armhole measures same as for 
back to shoulder, ending at 
armhole edge. Cast off 12 sts 
at beg of the next row for 
shoulder, then cont in garter 
st on the rem 4 border sts 
until border is long enough to 
fit half way across back neck.

RIGHT FRONT: Using No. 10 
needles cast on 33 sts and 
work in rib with 4 sts at front 
edge in garter st for a border 
as follows:— 

1st row: K 4 (border), p 1, 
* k 1 , p 1 ; rep from * to end. 

2nd row: K 1 , * p 1 , k 1 ; rep 
from * until 4 sts rem, k 4 
(border). 

Rep these 2 rows once more. 

5th row: K 2, wind the wool 
twice around the needle, k 2 
tog, p 1 , * k 1 , p 1 ; rep from * 
to end. 

6 th row: As 2nd row, but 
dropping one made loop and 


knitting the other. (Button¬ 
hole made). 

Rep the 1 st and 2nd rows 
once more. Change to No. 8 
needles and cont as follows:—

2nd row: P 24, k 1, p 3, k 1, 
k 4 (border).

5th row: K 4, p 1, m 1, si 1, 
k 2 tog, psso, m 1, p L k 24. 

6 th row: As 2nd row. 

Cont as now set, making a 
buttonhole (as before) in the 
next 2 rows and then at inter¬ 
vals of approximately 1 inch 
until there are 5 in all. 

Note: The last buttonhole 
must come before the com¬ 
mencement of front slope 
shaping. Work until piece 
measures same as for back to 
armholes, ending with a right 
side row.

Slope: Cast off 2 sts at beg of 
the next row, p until 11 sts rem, 
p 2 tog tbs, patt 5, k 4. 

Cont working to correspond 
with Left Front reversing all 
shapings and dec for front 
slope on every wrong side 
row. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 10 
needles cast on 30 sts and 
work 1 inch in k 1 , p 1 rib, 
inc 1 st at both ends of the 
last rib row. (32 sts). 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
cont in stst, inc 1 st at both 
ends of the 5th and every fol¬ 
lowing 4th row until there are 
48 sts on the needle. Cont 
straight until sleeve measures 
65 ins, or length required. 

Shape Top: Dec 1 st at 
both ends of every row until 
12 sts rem. Cast off, working 
2 tog at both ends of casting 
off row. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth avoiding ribbings. Join 
shoulder seams. Sew sleeves 
neatly into armholes. Join side 
and s'eeve seams. Stitch to¬ 
gether the 2 sets of border sts 
and sew to back neck edge. 
Press seams. Sew on buttons.

* p 1, p 2 tog; rep from * until

ending with a p row. 

Shape Armholes: 1st row: 
K 1, si 1, k 1, psso, k until 3 sts 
rem, k 2 tog, k 1.

LEFT FRONT: Note; If the 
coat is for a boy, make 3 but¬ 
tonholes at front edge in the

apart thus;—(rsf) Work until 
8 sts rem, k 3, cast off 2, k 3. 
On the following row cast on 
2 sts above those cast off.

Next row: K 9, turn and k to 
end. 

Work 8 rows in garter st. 

Rep the last 2 rows until the 
collar measures 8 £ ins along, 
the shortest edge. Cast off.

* to last st, p 1. 

2nd row: K 1, * p 2, k 4; rep 
from * to end. 

3rd row: As the 1st row. 

4th row: As the 2nd row. 

5th row: P 1, * k 2, p 4; rep 
from * to end. 

6 th row: * K 4, p 2; rep from 

* to last st, k 1. 

7th row: As 5th row.

These 8 rows comprise the 
patt. Cont to rep them until 
work measures 6£ ins from 
commencement. 

Shape Armholes: (rsf) 

Keeping patt correct, cast off 
2 sts at beg of the next 2 
rows, then dec 1 st at both ends 
of the following 4 rows. (49 sts). 

Cont without further shaping 
until armholes measure 3£ ins 
on the straight. 

Shape Neck: (rsf) Patt 
across 14 sts, cast off 21 sts, 
patt across 14 sts. Cont on 
the last 14 sts, dec 1 st at neck 
edge on the next 2 rows. Cast 
off. 

Rejoin wool at neck edge 
and work the other side to 
correspond, 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. ID 
needles cast on 30 sts and work 
10 rows in k 1, p 1 rib, inc 1 st 
at the end of the last rib row. 
(31 sts). 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
cont in patt as given for back 
until work measures same as 
for back to armholes, ending 


with a wrong side row. 

Shape Armhole and Front 

Slope: Keeping patt correct, 
cast off 2 sts at beg of the 
next row, patt until 2 st rem, 
work 2 tog. Dec 1 st at 
armhole edge on the next 4 
rows, BUT AT THE SAME TIME 
dec 1 st at front edge on every 
alternate row until 12 sts rem. 
Cont until armhole measures 
same as for back to shoulders. 
Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work as 
given for Left Front but with 
all shapings at opposite ends 
of the needle. 

SLEEVES: Using No. 10 
needles cast on 30 sts and work 
10 rows in k 1, p 1 rib, inc 1 st 
at the end of the last rib row. 
(31 sts). 

Change to No. 8 needles and 
cont in patt as given for back. 
Keeping patt correct inc 1 st 
at both ends of the 3rd and 
every following 4th row un¬ 
til there are 49 sts on the 
needle. Cont straight until 
sleeve measures 7£ ins, or 
length required. 

Shape Top: Dec 1 st at both 
ends of every row until 11 sts 
rem. Cast off. 


TO MAKE UP: Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth avoiding ribbings. Join 
shoulder seams neatly. Sew 
sleeves into armholes. Join side 
and sleeve seams. 

BORDER: First mark the 
position of 4 buttonholes with 
pins on the Right Front for a 
girl and Left Front for a boy. 
Arrange these buttonholes so 
that the 1st one comes £ 
inch from lower edge and the 
last one just before front slope 
shaping. The rest to come at 
evenly spaced intervals 
between. 

Using No, 10 needles cast on 
6 sts and work in k 1, p 1 rib, 
making buttonholes to corres¬ 
pond with pins thus:—Rib 2, 
cast off 2, rib 2, On the fol¬ 
lowing row cast on 2 sts to 
replace those cast off. When 
the buttonholes have been 
completed, cont until border 
is long enough to fit all around 
front and back neck edges. 
Cast off. Join border neatly to 
garment, buttonhole portion to 
right side for a girl, and left 
side for a boy. Press seams, 
Sew on buttons.

TO MAKE UP: Darn in any 
loose ends neatly. Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth. Sew raglan sleeves neatly 
into armholes, then join side 
and sleeve seams, Sew collar to 
neck allowing for the overlap 
at centre front. Press seams. 
Sew on buttons. 

THE LEGGINGS 

Commence with the right 
leg. Using No. 12 needles cast 
on 84 sts and work 6 rows in 
k 1, p 1 rib. Now work holes 
for elastic:—* K 1, p 1, m 1, 
p 2 tog; rep from * to end. 
Cont in rib until work measures 
2 ins. Change to No. 10 needles 
and shape the back. 

Next row: K 10, turn and p 
back. 


Next row: K 20, turn and p 
back. 

Next row: K 30, turn and p 
back. 

Cont in this way, working 10 
more sts on every alternate row 
until 24 sts rem unworked. On 
the next row, work across all 
sts. 

Cont in stst, inc 1 st at the 
longest edge on the 3rd and 
every following 10th row until 
there are 90 sts on the needle. 
Work 7 rows after the last in¬ 
crease. 

Shape Leg: Dec 1 st at both 
ends of the next and every right 
side row until 44 sts rem, Cont 
without further shaping until 
leg measures 9 ins from com¬ 
mencement, ending with a k 
row. 

Shape Instep: Next row: P 20, 

turn and k 16 back. 

Cont in stst on these 16 sts 


for 2 ins, then k 2 tog at both 
ends of the next 4 rows. Break 
wool and rejoin at rem 24 sts, 
Pick up and k 24 sts along the 
right hand side of instep flap. 
K 8 sts across top, then pick up 
and k 20 sts along other side of 
flap, K the rem 4 sts. Work 7 
rows in garter st. Cast off. 

LEFT LEG: Work to corres¬ 
pond with Right Leg, reversing 
the shapings. For the back 
shaping, commence with a p 
row instead of a k row. For the 
instep end with a p row instead 
of a k row. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work 
with a warm iron over a damp 
cloth. Join front and back 
seams. Sew up the leg seams. 
Stitch a small piece of elastic 
under each instep. Press seams. 
Thread elastic through holes at 
waist. end

pair of No, 11 Paragon knitting needles, narrow 
ribbon* 

MEASUREMENTS: Length of foot, 4 inches. 

Note: To make for a larger foot use No. 10 needles, 


ABBREVIATIONS: See page 2. 

Cast on 51 sts* 

1st row: K 1, inc into next st k 22, me, k 1, inc, k 22, inc, 
k L 

2nd and every alternate row: K. 

3rd row: K 1, inc, k 24, inc, k 1, inc, k 24, inc, k L 

5th row; K I, inc, k 26, inc, k 1, inc, k 26, inc, k L 

7th row: K 1, inc, k 28, inc, k 1, inc, k 28, inc, k L 

9th row: K I, inc, k 30, inc, k 1, inc, k 30, inc, k L 

10th row; Knit. (71 sts.) 

Now k 12 more rows without shaping. Commence to 
shape for instep:— 

1st row: K 41, k 2 tog tbs, turn. 

2nd row: SI 1 , k 11, k 2 tog, turn, 

3rd row: SI 1, k 11, k 2 tog tbs, turn, 

4th row: SI 1, k 11, k 2 tog, turn, 

Cont to rep the last 2 rows until 49 sts rem (18 sts at 
each side ol instep). 

Next row: SI 1, k II, k 2 tog tbs, k to end (48 sts.) 

Make Ribbonholes: K 2, * m 1, k 2 tog, k 1, rep from * 
to last st, k L 

K 23 more rows* Cast off. 

Make another bootee the same. 



TO MAKE UP: Join leg and foot seam. Press seam* 
Thread with ribbon.

Cast on 35 sts. 

1st row: K 1, inc into next st, k 14, inc, k 1, inc, k 14, 
inc, k 1* 

2nd and every alternate row: K, 

3rd row: K 1, inc, k 16, inc, k I, inc, k 16, inc, k 1. 

5th row: K 1, inc, k 18, inc, k 1, inc, k 18 inc, k 1* 

7th row: K 1, inc, k 20, inc, k 1, inc, k 20, inc, k L 
9th row: K 1, inc, k 22, inc, k 1, inc, k 22, inc, k L 
10th row: K. (55 sts,) 

Now k 8 rows more on these sts* Shape for instep:— 
1st row: K 31, k 2 tog tbs, turn, 

2nd row: SI 1, k 7, k 2 tog, turn, 

3rd row: SI 1, k 7, k 2 tog tbs, turn* 

4th row: SI 1, k 7, k 2 tog, turn. 

Cont to rep the last 2 rows until 37 sts rem. (14 sts at 
each side of instep*) 

Next row: SI 1, k to end. 

Next row: K 6, cast off the next 25 sts, k across rem 6 
sts. 

Next row: K 6, turn and cast on 10 sts, 

K 2 rows on these sts. 

Next row: (Make buttonhole) K 2, m 1, k 2 tog, k to end. 
K 1 more row* Cast off. 

Rejoin wool to inside edge of rem 6 sts, cast on 10 sts 
at beg of row and k to end, K 4 rows on these 16 sts. Cast 
off* 

Make another slipper the same but work the buttonhole 
on the opposite strap. 

TO MAKE UP: Join foot seam. Press seam. Sew on but¬ 
tons, END
